Being a Sailboat Church Sermon Series & Sermon-Based Small Groups 

Is our church a rowboat church or a sailboat church? Rowboat churches depend on human effort 
and the focus is on ‘what can we do with the resources we have.’ Rowboat churches consist of 
hard-working people who are, often, rowing against the current. 

Sailboat churches, on the other hand, take up the oars, hoist sails, and rely on the Holy Spirit to 
guide them. Sailboat churches see their identity, mission and practice with the Holy Spirit as their 
guide. For much of the first six years, the bridge has been a sailboat church. However, the pan¬ 
demic has taken some of the air out of our sails. 

It’s time to get back to sailing, depending and obeying the Holy Spirit who leads us. This five- week 
series will explore topics such as: The Sailing Life; Knowing and Trusting The Wind in Our Sails; 
The Sailboat: We’re All In This, Together; Learning to be a Good Sailor; How to Set Down the Oars 
and Hoist the Sails.
